Monday Night. 


First Loss on Home Grounds 
in Lively Game. 


The home team lost their first 
home game Monday night, when [£d- 
monton trimmed them goods by a 
seore of 9 to 3, Heinrich pitching 
splendid ball for Edmonton, using 
his cross fire with good effect. This 
is the first game he has pitched in 
Red Deer, and when he humbled Hur- 
ley’s leaders, the Red Deer fans were 
ready to call him the greatest pitch- 
er in the league. He was given good 
support by the Mackenites, only two 
errors being marked up against them, 
one a wild throw by Tanguay to 
third and a slip up by Hazel at 
short, Edmonton missed several op- 
portunities for double plays, seeming 
to have a desire to play safe and 
wet the sure man. Dunn started to 
pitch for Red Deer, and did not ex- 
ercise himself. He had pitechcd three 
games last week, one of them being 
on Saturday, so that no one could 
blame him for taking it somewhat 
easy. His support was by no means 
faultless, six errors being made by 
his teammates, besides Ferdie Man- 
ning, who essaycd to play right field, 
to be 
dropped in his territory that a more 
experienced fielder might have turn- 
ed to put-outs. At the end of the 
sixth, Dunn was relieved of his box 
duty and sent to right field, while 
Thelan, late of Bassano, was_ sent 
in by Hurlcy to pitch. He held the 
Edmonton team down to only one 
run while he was in the box. The 
acquiring of Thelan will give Red 
Deer four pitchers. Bottolf, who has 
been playing right field, was given 
his release and reinstated in Calgary. 
Spencer caught in superb form, re- 
placing Bliss, who Has been ill. He 
threy out all who attempted to stcal 
on him but Whisman, nailing two at 
second in one inning.

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All Py-Laws: Carried 
But One 


CITIZENS TURN DOWN FIRE 
TRUCK BY-LAW 


All the by-laws submitted to the 
property owners, Monday last, were 
carried by large majorities, except 
the motor fire truck by-law, which 
was defeated by nearly a two to one 
vote, the general opinion being that 
it was a little too early to have such 
a fire fighting apparatus in Red Deer. 
The exhibition buildinzs by-law — re- 
ceived fifteen votes against, purchase 
of parks and streets came next with 
fourteen against, the bridge on 
south line ten against, the hospital 
eight against, six against conerete 
bridge, while only two voted against 
gravelling streets. 

Altogether, the vote was greater 
than usual, and the large majorities 
for improvements warrant the Coun- 
cil in pushing the work to comple- 
tion as specdily as possible.

The unfortunate watchman who met 
his death in the accident, which 
occurred one mile west of Strome, 
was twenty-two years of age and 
unnrarried. He was qg native of Bos- 
ton, Mass., and had only been in 
the province seven months.

Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a-farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
preempt a 
home- 


in good standing may 
quarter-section alongside his 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Musc reside upon’ the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry ‘(including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Will Furnish Electric Power and Light 
For North Red Deer 


The Great West Lumber Company 
plant has been the scene of — great 
activity during the past few months. 
The entire plant has been remodelled 
and new equipment added, making 
this one of the most completely 
equipped saw mills in the Province. 


No one but an expert can appre- 
ciate the amount of work and ew 


pense involved in MaPing the changes. 
And no one but an expert could des- 


cribe with any degree of accuracy 
the workings of the great mays of 
new machinery installed. However, 


avery fair idea of the improvements 
can be gathered from the following : 

The old plant consisted of a rotary 
saw; a steam nigger and loader ; 
a two-saw trimmer; a lath mill and 
bolter. The plant had a daily capa- 
city of 36,000 feet and required a 
force of about 65 men to operate. 
The mill occupied only 2,500 square 
fect. of floor space. 

The new equipment includes» A 350 
h.p. cross compound Wheelock engine, 
which will be used for direct heavy 
work; a 150 tandem compound Robb 
engine, belted to a 100 K.W. 2 phase 
60 cycle Bullock Generator, with a 
voltage of 2800. The generator will 
furnish power for five motors, one 
50 hep.. one 40 h.p., one 25 h.p.. one 
10 h.p., and one 5 h.p. These mot- 
ers will be used to drive the planers, 
fan, sorting chains and the machine 
shop. 

The foregoing gives a very compre- 
hensive idea of the power equipment 
that has been added. To the lay- 
men, as well as to the expert, the 
most interesting features of the new 
mill are the numerous automatic 
machines, that are almost human in 
their work, and are far more accur- 
ate. In this class belongs the jack 
Indder that hauls the logs from the 
pond ; the steam kicker and the cant 
flipper that tosses the logs about 
and automatically places them in 
the proper position for the saw—and

In 
fact, even now, many Western farm- 
ers reinvest all available crop funds 
in land, requiring the banks to carry 
them until the next crop. Their 
profits do not wipe out liabilities. 
but merely increase their assets. But 
for sound, practical farming cheaper 
money would be a profitable boon to 
a hard-working and deserving — pro- 
ducer, lifting what is too often a 
discouraging burden. Tf the Ameri- 
can investigators evolve anything 
practical in this case it will be

DELEGATES WILL WAIT ON PRO- 
VINCIAL GOVERNMENT 


Last week the Methodist Confer- 
ence assembled in) Edmonton — and 
took up the important question — of 
further legislation favering Roman 
Catholic separate schools. It will be 
remengbered the News drew attention 
to this question last year, but very 
little attention was paid to it by 
the provincial press. We contended 
it was unfair to the other denomi- 
nations and the thin edge of — the 
wedge for further favers from the 
Sifton administration.

The resolution 
Passed upon came from the Stettler 
district regarding the recent action 
of the Alberta’ legislature provid- 
ing that a percentage of the school 
taxes of joint: stock companies shall 
automatically go to. the | Romanist 
school boards. 

The point was made by the movet 
on the resolution, Rev. C. HW. John- 
son, that at a previous session of the 
legislature forty bills relating to edu- 
eational matters were rushed through 
the house on one afternoon of the 
closing days, included in) which was 
the one referred to. John R. Boyle, 
who is now minister cof education, 
was there, but let them all pass 
without discussion. His partner) was 
the solicitor for Sturgeon school dis- 
trict and the mover declared — he 
thought Mr. Bovle had so much con- 
fidence in his partner that he did 
hot care to enquire into the bills 
which were drafted by Judge Beck. 
R. Be Bennett, who was then) mem- 
ber of the opposition, obsected to so 
many bills being put through in such 
a hurried manner, but his objection 
was overruled, 

RATLROADED LEGISLATION 

The speaker declared the bill to be 
a bit of railroaded legislation that 
was crowded in along with 39) other 
bills. He thought that it required 
stronger measures than a simple res- 
olution of the conference. As.q mat- 
ter of fact, he continued, the school 
board of the city of Edmonton has 
been sending out documents to joint 
stock companies; Lethbridge — has 
also done so; Calgary has the mat- 
ter under advisement and the school 
boards of many rural districts have 
written to Edmonton asking — for 
copies of the board’s letter. It was 
finally decided to appuint a commit- 
tee to wait upon the legislature and 
present the resolution of the — con- 
ference in person.

Problems of Immigration 
MR. HAWK’S REPORT 


In his report to the Dominion 
Government, Mr. Arthur Hawkes 
deals exhaustively with existing 


immigration problems. He points 
out that immigration and settlement 
should keep pace with and — exceed 
our capital borrowings, if we are 
to maintain the nation on a sound 
financial basis. The American influx 
has been vastly impertant to the 
Western Provinces and through them 
to Eastern industrical Canada. On- 


tario has got its supplies of agric- 
ultural and iactory labor largely

Mr. Hawkes’ devotes very  specia! 
attention to the situation and re- 
quirements of the Maritime Provine- 
es. The rejuvenated Agricultural 
College at Truro is expected to fur- 
nish the driving force for the re- 
creaticn of Nova Scotia areas which 
have fallen out of cultivation. The 
Government has taken power to use 
the Provincial credit for this pur- 
pose, and the Ministers may be ex 
pected to aid settlers in the equip- 
ment and development of farm lands. 
The industrial progress of the Pro- 
Vinee affords growing markets for 
products of the soil. New Brunswick 
has areas capable of duplicating the 
Annapolis Valley in the production 
of high-class apples. The Govern- 
ment at Fredericton is likely to 
adopt a courageous policy of state 
advances on loans to agriculturists. 
To this end a representative —con- 
vention has advised the organization 
of a land settlement |= commission. 
Prince Edward Island with 100,000 
people is capable of supporting 400,- 
000, and it, like its two sister Prov- 
inces, looks tu Creat Britain for set- 
tlers, - 


The reproductive capacity of the 
Trench Canadians enables (uebee to 
solve its own population problem 
from within. Ontario has left th 
inevitable drain to the free western 
lands. There is room in the older 
portions of the Provinee for four 
times the present population, and 
Northern or New Ontario is a vast 
empty country .-vaiting — settlers. 
Fortunately the Dominion and Pro- 
Vincial Governments co-operate 
heartily in a wholly new combined 
movemen. for the — development. 
colonization and settlement of th: 
Northern areas, and for the stimula- 
tion of agriculture, and the improve- 
mont of rural highways throughout 
the Province, It may be necessary 
for the Whitney Government to pre- 
pare farms for the settlers and to 
finance the pioneer farmer, or at 
least to adopt a system of agricul- 
tural loans. Manitoba like Ontario 
has suffered from the attractions of 
cheap land in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, but there are indications that 
the Province is now more than hold- 
ing its own. Winnipeg itself affords 
a good market for the products of 
mixed farming. In Saskatchewan the 
day of the wheat cropper, who robs 
the soil, is nearly over and alread. 
the adoption of mixed farming mikes 
headway. 


Further West the settlement — of 
Alberta and the Peace River coun 
try prescnts a large problem. In 


British Columbia the proximity of 
Asia, the colored labor problem, the 
varied resources of the province, and 
the broken character of its interior 
render the immigration of whites a 
primary desideratum. Thus all the 
Provinces, except perhaps Quebec, 
require population in order to real- 
ize upon their natural resources. 
Much of the responsibility of meeting 
this demand naturally rests upon 
the individual Provinces themselves, 
but what is wanted is a thorough- 
going ¢o-ordination of Provincial and 
Federal efort. At present there is 
some waste through conflict in’ the 
Old Country between agents repre- 
senting the Dominion and the Prov- 
inces. The Dominion and the Prov- 
inces co-operate effectively in’ assist- 
ing the construction of railways and 
there seems no reason why — they 
should not work together successfully 
in’ peopling the territory through 
which these roads run. Mr. Hawkes 
leans toward state aid to pioneers 
who too often have to carry — the 
ab-entee speculators on their backs. 
He believes in “systematic, scientific 
land settlement’ as a necessary 
“precedent: condition to systematic, 
scientific, ceonomically effective | im- 
migration to each province.” 


Taking up the problem fron the 
Old Country standpoint, the report 
Points out that for the next two de- 
ceades the annual exodus of emigrants 
from the British Isles is) likely to 
include about 400,000 people. Th the 
movement is properly directed, this 
population should not be lost to the 
flag, but should for the most pact find 
homes in the oversea dominions. 
Canada, being the nearest to th: 
Point of departure, should secure 
the lion's share of the exodus. By 
such a transfer of hundreds of thous- 
ands of “Imperial units’? every year 
from the older to the newer part. of 
the Empire we shall strengthen the 
sentimental ties that bind the King’s 
domains together. Mr. Hawkes says: 
“There is not a village in the United 
Kingdom that has not) got some 
former resident flourishing in Canada. 
People turn instinctively to Canada. 
The present: reputation of Canada, 
the pressure of population, the pre- 
sence of publie-spirited) leaders in 
every section of the community eon- 
stitute a unique openine — for 
strensthening Canadian propaganda.” 
The report deals with other aspects 
of the problem upon both sides of the 
Atlantic, but its con«lusion is that. 
with the effective co-operation of all 
concerned it should not be too diffi- 
cult to follow Mr. Wipling's advice 
and pump many parts of © Canada 
moderately full of good — settlers, 
agricultural laborers and domestics 
from the British Isles.
